Delights in Torture.

OAKLAND (Cal.) Feb. 17.—Capt. W. 
J. Peterson, head of the Oakland de- 
tective department, believes that he 
will be able to connect some unknown 
man with the startling acts of Mrs. 
Isabella Martin and her alleged son, 
“Baby John.” He is now working on 
the theory that many of the threaten- 
ing letters to prominent residents of 


the mysterious man in the case. 

The letters are in a man's handwrit- 
ing, and experts to whom they have 
been submitted are unanimous in say- 
ing that they were not written by 
either Mrs. Martin or “Baby John.” 

The Oakland Tribune this afternoon 
prints an interview with Mrs. Isabella 
Martin, given in her cell at Weaver- 
ville, in which she accuses her son, 
“Baby John” Martin, with being a 
fiend, and directly charges him with 
the instigation and execution of the 
dastardly acts which he says she in- 
spired. 


She describes him as a “fiend” whose 
pleastre was always to torture ani- 
mals by sticking pins in them and cut- 
ting off their legs. 

She directly charges him with the 
burning of the barn for which she is 
now locked up; with blowing, up Judge 
Ogden’s house and setting fire to Abe 
Leach’s home. Also that he robbed the 
hotel at Redding, where they were 
stopping, and spent the money in slot 
machines.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] While the auditors of the 
New York Central Railroad are check- 
ing up the currency notes issued to em- 
ployés last fall as part payment for 
salaries, private detectives are follow- 
ing a clew which they hope will lead 
to the arrest of forgers who have cop- 
led the notes and circulated false or- 
ders in many cities between here and 
Chicago. 

The fraud, it was sald today at the 
auditor's office, was discovered last 
December within two weks after the 
new payment system had been started. 

It was decided at once to stop cir- 
culating the notes, and since January 
1 the employés of the road have been 
paid as they were before the panic, At 
the same time a request was sent out 
that all notes be returned to the com- 
pany as soon as possible, but no ex- 
planation was given for the abandon- 
ment of the plans. 

Officials of the treasury department 
of the New York Central deny that 
the company has been defrauded. 
the auditing department, however, it 
was said the loss might amount to 
many thousands of dollars when all the 
notes were checked off. One report 
says $180,000 has been lost. 

While the currency notes are similar 
to checks, the holder is not required to 
indorse them before they are cashed,

Pacific Company Alleges It 
Loses Heavily. 


Official Tries to Clear Up 
Figure Puzzle. 


Assistant City Attorney Works ap- 
peared before the Council yesterday 
afternoon in the role of trust buster. 
The way he went after the officials 
of the Pacific Telephone Company won 
the demonstrative approval of the 
lobby that had come to get a new 
thrill, and caused the vice-president of 
the company to ask for an adjournment 
until he could get his attorney there 
to fire back. 

Attorney Works gave evidence of 
having read carefully the early chap- 
ters of finance. Auditor 
Mushet joined him in his assault on 
the “predatory corporations.” The 
Councilmen looked as uncomfortable as 
though hey, and not the telephone 
company, were on trial. 

It was the hearing before the Coun- 
cll that is to decide what the telephone 
rates shall be for the next fiscal year. 
The officials of the Pacific Telephone 
Company have rendered a statement 
showing a working loss of $50,000 for 
the Los Angeles office last year; they 
ask that the telephone rates shall be 
increased so that the company can 
make 6 per cent. on its local invest- 
ment. In order to to this the company 
asks that the rate for business phones 
be increased from $ a month, the pres- 
ent rate, to $7 a month, and that the

WARNING TO DYE USERS. 


Coloring Matter Must Not Be Used in 
Food So as to Deceive, or to 
Conceal Inferiority. 
Dealers in coal tar dyes and Los 
Angeles manufacturers who use the 
preparations, will be interested in a rul- 
ing just received by Senator McCart- 
ney, author of the State pure-food law, 
from the State Board of Health, as fol- 


“First—No coal-tar dyes may be used 
in foods, except those <«1recially enu- 
merated in food inspection decisions 76 
and 77,-issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

„Second— Although the coal-tar dye 
may be one there errumerated, it may 
not be used in foods unless it has been 


and numbered as required by said de- 
cisions. 

“Third— lers using and selling 
dyes which do not conform to food in- 
spection decisions 76 and 77, above 
stated, are not protected by the guar- 
antees mentioned in State or Federal 
pure-food acts. These dyes are not in 
themselves food products, and the pro- 
visions as to guarantee do not apply to 
them, although in the case of food col- 
ored by the use of forbidden dyes and 
sold under @he guarantee provided in 
either act, the purchasing dealer would 
be protected.

MUSHET LEADS ATTACK. 
Auditor Mushet led the attack on the 
telephone ‘‘octopus” by submitting a 
report in which he compares the figures 
furnished when the officials were mak- 
ing returns for assessment purposes 
with those offered for a basis on which 
to fix rates, The Pacific Company 
asks for a rate that will pay 6 per cent. 
on a 4.50% 000 investment. The Auditor's 
report shows that a year ago the Sun- 
set Company, its predecessor, made a 
return to the Assessor valuing the com- 
pany’s property here at $558,000. 
The examination of Auditor Sherwin 
elicited some surprising information 
concerning the organization and con- 
trol of the Pacific Telephone Company, 
Replying to questions from Attorney 
Werks, Auditor Sherwin said that the 
Pacific Telephone Company is a cor- 
poration formed by the consolidation 
on January 7, 1907, of the Sunset Tel- 
ephone Company and the Pacific 
States Telephone Company. 

The capital stock of these two com- 
panies totaled $17,000,000, but after the 
consolidation the capital stock of the 
new company was $36,000,000. Mr. 
Sherwin said this stock represents one 
share of common stock and one of 
preferred given to each holder of a 
share in the old companies, plus §2,- 
000,000 treasury stock. 

Vice-President Bradley had previ- 
ously testified that the $4,500,000 val- 
uation placed on the company’s prop- 
erty in Los Angeles represents 18 per 
cent. of the value of the entire hold- 
ings of the company; he said this is 
an arbitrary valuation.

They delight to leave their 
cards during the midnight watch, when the poet 
insists: Slumder's chains have bound us; but 
they know better, because part of their mission in 
life is to act as sleep-disturbers.

Los Angeles to follow suit? If ever there was a 
freak clean-up it was the one which this city in- 


Busy inspectors, who knew no more how to inspect 
than a flea does how to flee, poked their noses into 
all sorts of cellars and every condition of garbage 
can. They distributéd notices to clean up by the 
thousands, and they delighted the hardware mer- 
chants by the run which they caused upon galvan- 
ized-iron receptacles warranted to receive a week's 


slops. Then they drew their pay and became pri- 
vate citizens again. 

It is safe to say that the city is not a bit cleaner 
now than it was before the great crusade was 
started, and its treasury is $20,000 poorer. The 
right way to go about cleaning up a city is to have 
an adequate staff all the time, a staff that is large 
enough and authoritative enough to see that the 
clean-up is a daily or at least a weekly affair. ‘The 
garbage man is a regular visitor at the homes of 
“our best citizens,” as well as the poorest, but the 
inspector's visits are like those of angels, few and 
far between. Eternal inspection is the price of 
safety in a city like Les Angeles, especially when it 
has such frequent communication with a bubonic 
plague struck city like San Francisco. We need a 
perpetual clean-up, not a foolish $20,000 “crusade” 
once in a while. 


NIGHTLY TAFT. 

Was there ever so chivalrous a man in Amer- 
ica who asked for the suffrages of his fellow-citi- 
zens as W. H. Taft? Last week it was a fight in 
New York, whose noise caught his ear, and he 
wired: Do not fight or split; let Gov. Hughes 
have the delegation from his State.”

OT JAPS THE GUNS. 
American, Scotch and Irish gunners sunk the 
Russian navy and won the “glorious victory.” That 
is the announcement made by one of the gunners 
of Irish birth. He was on the Japanese vessel Chi- 
tose in the war. : | 
A few days ago John O’Brien stepped into a re- 
cruiting office in Minneapolis to enlist in the Amer- 
ican navy. He showed honorable discharges from 
navies of several countries, including the United 
States, and a personal letter from Admiral Togo. 
He was chief engineer of the cruiser Chitose, and 
before had been of the crew of our battleship Ore- 
gon on her famous voyage around the continent, 
and he took part in the battle of Santiago de Cuba. 
After the peace he served in the Brazilian navy, 
then in that of Chile. He was in the Orient when 
hostilities between nussia and Japan seemed un- 
avoidable, and sighed a contract as chief gunner of 
the Chitose at $300 a year. 
Speaking of this war, O’Brien says that fully 
one-third of the most responsible positions aboard 
the Japanese vessels were held by men of Amert- 


can, Scotch or Irish lineage. They were merely | 


free lances, adventurers who fought for their pay 
and the thrill of war, which they love. The chief 
gunners on all the Japanese vessels were Cat- 
casians, according to the story of one of the ad- 
venturers. “The chief engineers and engineers’ 
mates on all the ships were foreigners.” They would 
go into service for any country, and their choice 
would be for the one offering the largest pay. 


This story, while coming from a source subject 
to question, seems so formal as to deserve 30me 
weight. If it is all fact, it puts.a new face on the 
success of the Japanese. The handling of the guns 
and ships looked like the work of veterans, and 
as done by a nation without previous experience in 
such matters it was marvelous. . 

In any case, if these ships ever run up against a 
fleet manned by American boys of high intelligence 
and patriotism and careful training, the battle will 
not be one-sided, unless it be all on our side. 


OW LET’S ATTEND TO BUSINESS. 

Admiral Converse says our fighting machines 
plowing the green salt seas are as fit as any that 
fling the flag of any land to the breezes. Then 
comes Baron Takahira and tells the listening peo- 
ples of the earth that there need be no more fear 
of an immediate war between our country and his.

Recent Rain Caused Monetary Loss 
to Vegetable Growers Who Began 
Season as Optimists.

The mone- 
tary loss is estimated at $150,000, the 
heaviest ever suffered in this section. 

When planting was started last fall 
the growers were all optimists. A lit- 
tle later, when the favorable weather 
caused the crop to shoot up, their en- 
thusiasm seemed boundless. The acre- 
age under celery was increased from 
5400 to €000, and every one looked for 
a great increase in the harvest. 

Now the optimists are pessimists.

“It is therefore estimated that ten 
years hence, the entire valley will be 
cut up into five and ten-acre tracts, 
1 from 6000 to 10,000 families, 
supplying every conceivable demand wf 
the table and yielding annually $15,- 
000,000 worth of fruit and vegetables. 

“The transportation facilities of the 
valley—five steam roads and an elec- 
tric line—make it ideal for the home, 
besides furnishing every convenience 
for getting products to market. 

“When we stop to consider that all 
of the projects which I have men- 
tioned are a mere bagatelle as com- 
pared with future irrigation possibili- 
ties, it od enough to stagger the most 
optimist 

The 3 Palouse and Big Bend 
irrigation projects, to be undertaken 
by the national government, will add 
nearly 2,000,000 ‘acres to our already 
immense and productive domain.

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UST, ANSWER 
BEFORE JUDGE. 


OFFICERS EL CENTRO CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE CITED. 
Protest Against Federal Courts In- 
junction Against California Devel- 
opment Company Waste Water 
Flow Brings Trouble in Way of 


As à result of the protest of the El 
Centro Chamber of Commerce against 
the strict enforcement of an injunc- 
tion granted in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, restraining the California 
Development Company from allowing 
the Sal- 
ton Sink, J. Stanley Brown, president, 
and F. d. Havens, secretary, of that 
chamber, are cited to appear before 
Judge’ Wendorn to show cause why 
they should not be punished for con- 
tempt. United States Dist.-Atty. Law- 
ler was instructed at yesterday's ses- 
sion of the Circuit. Court to prepare 
the complaint. The defendants prob- 
ably will appear in court next Mon- 
day. 

This action came as a great surprise 
to the attorneys for the California De- 
velopment Company, and Attorney 
John 8. Chapman was quick to dis- 
claim any knowledge of the apparently 
ill-judged action of the El Centro 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The telegram which forms the basis 
for the contempt ngs was sent 
directly to Judge Wellborn, and con- 
tained a copy of resolutions remon- 
strating against the enforcement of an 
order made in a case pending before 
him. The injunction was signed by 
the court at the cénclusion of the case 
of the New Liverpool Salt Company 
against the California Development 
Company, but its terms were not com- 
plied with until last Tuesday. 

The neglect to obey the 
order led to a citation against Epes 
Randolph and other officers of the de- 
velopment company, for contempt of 
court. The hearing on this phase of 
the question has been ee for 

In the meantime the atternaye for 
the defendant hope to offset the action 
of the El Centro Chamber of Commerce 
and obtain a modification of the terms 
of the injunction. It ts claimed that 
the closing of the canals carrying the 
overflow from the irrigating system 
into the Salton Sink, has resulted in 
the great injury to power plants in the 
Imperial Valley, which depended upon 
water power to generate electricity. On 
the other hand, counsel for the New 
Liverpool Salt Company assert that 
law many times works a hardship to 
innocent persons. If the injunction is 
not observed, they claim that the prop- 
erty of the salt company will remain 
under water. Apparently the only 
basis of compromise will be that the 
defendant pay the plaintiff the full 
value of the lands now under 
water and obtain the practical 
ownership of the property.
